A few kinds of early Antumn pears, which 
were too ripe at that time to keep more than a 
week or so, were put into the house and are now, 
after six weeks, just in the same condition. The 
grapes from Mr. Converse’s grapery, so ripe that 
they had begun to shrivel, are keeping without the 
least change. 

In Ohio Professor Nyce’s patent is well-known, 
and specimens have been repeatedly exhibited be¬ 
fore the Cincinnati Horticultural Society in a per¬ 
fect state of preservation from six to twelvemonths 
after gathering from the trees. It is hoped that a 
similar exhibition may be made here of the choice 
varieties of pears, next Spring.— Hovey's Magazine 
of tiorticul'ure.

Death of a Book-Worm.— The Kilkenny (Ire¬ 
land) Moderator chronicles the death of Mr. John 
F. ft van, librarian to the Kilkenny Library Society. 
Mr. 'Ryan's eccentricity was very great Books 
were his idols, and the collection of the library of 
the society, extensive as it was, was very far from 
sufficient 'for his cravings. He denied himself all 
luxuries, and almost the commonest means of sup¬ 
port and clothing, in order to invest whatever he 
could from his salary in hooks. He had apart¬ 
ments in the attic story of the library premises, 
but no one was permitted to enter them hut him¬ 
self, not even the female servant, whom he kept 
more for the regulation of the society’s reading- 
room than for attendance on himself. His sleep¬ 
ing-room, as itM&a found after his decease con¬ 
tained scarcely any furniture, hut was piled up with 
books, promiscuously heaped in every direction, 
and covered with dust and cobwebs. There was 
no bedstead, an old sofa having Supplied its place, 
and his covering at night was composed only of a 
couple of blankets.

“ the female sex,” bom to play a part antagonistic 
to that of the worthier race who are detestably de¬ 
scribed as their ‘ 1 lords. ” As to the one word the 
correlative of which is now branded as forbidden 
in France, it is the very type and representative of 
the whole class, and may perhaps be taken as ex¬ 
pressing the spirit of gentislmess itself. 1 he gent 
divides the human race, with the exception ot the 
artisan and laboring class, into two sections, gents 
and females. And it seems not at all imlikely that, 
as it would be unquestionably an affronting and 
insulting tiling to tell one who is really a gentle¬ 
man that he is only a gent, so the more refined 
sensibilities of a French judge may have detected 
in the term “female” something as affronting to 
the self-respect of all women, simply as women, as 
is the imputation of gentislmess to an Englishman, 
simply as a man. It is true it is not yet penal to 
call a man a gent in England, but then France is 
not England. At any rate it is to be feared that 
the enforcement of a correct and refined diction 
will find no place in any probable codification of 
English statute law, and that it is only before the 
bar of social criticism that it will ever be made 
indictable offence to call a woman a female.

The Elephant as a Walker.— We have gen¬ 
erally found two curious points overlooked or ig¬ 
nored by writers. One is the rapid and noiseless 
movements of this anim al in the thickest cover ;

for him apparently unfeasible. The elastic, noise¬ 
less footfall of the elephant has been frequently 
referred to by writers on Indian subjects, and has 
been rightly asserted to be the most agreeable 


feature in journeying on elephant back. This 


peculiarity may be easily explained by an exami¬ 
nation of the structure of the animal’s foot; but 
the silent, stealthy way in which fie will pass 
through the densest thicket, literally ‘ ‘ slipping 
away,” when his acute sense of smell or hearing 
warn him of danger, has. been generally oi 
looked, and appears to us somewhat difficult of 
planation. Let any one unskilled in the mysteries 
of “bush-ranging” attempt to move even a few 
paces in an ordinary fox covert without noise, and 
he will form some idea of the difficulties presented 
to the passage of so huge an animal as the elephant 
through the dense, tangled undergrowth of a South 
African “bush.” Yet that the animal, despite his 
enormous bulk, will “ draw off,’“when within a 
few yards of his pursuer, without the slightest 
noise, and with the greatest rapidity, even in the 
thickest cover, is undeniable. Again, his powers 
of passing ovdr difficult, ground are often under-, 
rated even by hunters. When experiments were 
first made in India in “ framing elephants to draw i 
the gun, it was observed with surprise that the 
animal’s power of ascending steep and rugged 
ground was far greater than had been anticipated.

An English Nobleman’s Seat. —Some idea of 
an English Duke’s estate may be had when we state 
that the establishment of the Duke of Devonshire 
would occupy one of our large counties. The 
park immediately surrounding the place contains 
three thousand acres. Thd .principle garden for 


vegetables, fruits, green-houses, etc., is twenty-five 


acres. There are thirty green-houses, each from 


fifty to seventy-five fee* long. Three or four of 
these contain nothing but pine-apples, others con¬ 
tain nothing but melons and cucumbers. One 
peach free on the glass wall measures fifty-one feet 
in width, fifteen feet in height, and bears o 
thousand and sixty peaches. It is the largest 
the world. The grape houses, five or six in all, are 
seven hundred feet long. But what shall be said' 
of the conservatory, filled with every variety of 
tropical plants ? . It is one of the wonders of the 
world. It covers an acre of ground, is one hun¬ 
dred feet high, of oval shape, and cost §500,000. 
It is heated by steam and hot water pipes, which 
in all are six miles in length. The apparatus 
sumes six hundred tons of coal in a year.
